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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent hi the United States. 

2. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Pugliese (US 
2001/0016825). 

3. With respect to Claims 1, 6 and 1 1 : Pugliese discloses the use of a personal information 
check method, device and system (see abstract) comprising: 

a. Reading personal information from a recording medium (Paragraph 0012) using 
an information reader (Paragraphs 0013 and 0015, and reference numeral 41); 

b. Issuing a request for an identification inquiry from a first device to a second 
device for stored information (Paragraphs 0013, 0015 and 0047-0049); 

c. Performing an ID inquiry by a second device (Paragraph 0013-0015); 

d. Returning a result to the 1st device from the 2 nd device (Paragraphs 0013, 0016 
and 0048). 

4. With respect to Claims 2, 7 and 12: Pugliese discloses the result is being displayed on a 
screen (Reference numeral 43 with corresponding detailed description, and Paragraphs 0013, 
0016 and 0048). 

5. With respect to Claims 3, 8 and 13: Pugliese discloses storing log information which 
includes the personal information (See Paragraph 0043). 
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6. With respect to Claims 4, 9 and 14: Pugliese discloses the inquiry result is added to the 
log file (Paragraphs 0055 and 0061). 

7. With respect to Claims 5,10 and 15: Pugliese discloses checking the personal 
information read matches the personal information in the stored file (Paragraphs 0013 and 0016). 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Sehr (6,085,976) discloses the use of smart cards which are used to store user identity 
as well as a system with a platform which stores card data.
